Murder Trial Postponed 


The aggravated murder trial of 17 year old Donald 
Eugene Banks, slated to open last Monday in Franklin 
County Common Pleas Court, was postponed to “mid- 
June,” The CALL & POST was informed. 

Banks, 488 Reynolds Ave., is charged with the fatal 
shooting of Edward Peters, a 55 year old mechanical in- 
structor at Central High School last Jan. 26. 

Assistant County Prosecutor James O'Grady, said the 
case was postponed at the request of defense attorneys 
M.S. Ramonoff and G. Ayers Jr. 
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have contributed. He ties 
the picture together as far 
as discriminatory practices 
in housing and shows their 
connection to governmen- 
tal action.” 

Another possible witness 
this week will be C.L. 
Dumaree, retired deputy 
superintendent of schools. 
Robert Carter, whose 
testimony had not been 
completed when court ad- 
journed last Friday, repor- 
ted to Dumaree while ser- 
ving as executive director 
for administrative services. 

Carter is presently on 
leave from the school 
system to attend graduate 
sclool. His testimony will 
resume on Thursday. 

Carter is one of the key 
school board witnesses in 
the case since he was 
responsible for school at- 
tendance boundaries from 
1964 to 1975. 

Another key witness on 
the stand last week was Dr. 
Karl E. Taeuber of the In- 
stitute for Research on 
Poverty, University of Wis- 
consin, Madison, Wis. 
Taeuber has testified for 
thie NAACP at over 12 de- 
segregation trials. 

A sociologist, Taeuber, 
has_—develo a formula 
for measuring the degree 
of segregation in a city or 
school. The formula, called 
a@ segregation index, uses 
a scale of 0-to- 100 with 0 
meaning no segregation 
and 100 meaning complete

formula, if every city block 
had the same percent of 
non-whites as that which 
existed in the city. A 
segregation index-of -90 
would mean that 90 per- 
cent of .the-- black 
population would have to 
be moved in order to ob- 
tain an index of 0: 


Taeuber said” the 
segregation index for 
Columbus in 1970 was 


84.1. He said that-while 
some communities across 
the nation have had a drop 
in residential segregation, 
Columbus has had very |it- 
tle change. If it continued 
at the same rate, he said, it 
would be 50 decades (500 


years) before there was a 


substantial drop. 
Discussing the differ- 
ence between the disper- 
sal pattern of ethnic 
groups and. that of blacks, 
ee said in the early 
1900's the black 
population was segregated 
to the same degree as the 
European ethnic groups. 
Now, however, the black 
population has a_ higher 
level: of ‘segregation than

more space, but for blacks, 
this occurs within a con- 
strained area. 

Taeuber cited 1970 cen- 
sus bureau statistics in 
relating that among white, 
low income families about 
25 to 30 percent in Franklin 
County lived outside the 
city and the percent in- 
creased as income moved 
up. 

In white families with in- 
comes of $10,000 or more, 
47 percent lived outside 


the city while only six per-~ 


cent of black families with 
comparable incomes lived 
outside the city 

The black community 
with the highest income is 
less likely to live outside 
the city than the white 
family with a low income, 
Taeuber noted. 

Asked about  dis- 
crimination affects the 
housing location of blacks 
and whites. Taeuber dis- 
cussed racial dis- 
crimination which occurs 
through action by federal 
agencies, local housing 
authorities, banks, rental a- 
gencies and realtor prac- 
tices. 

Zeroing in on the effects 
of school board decisions 
on housing patterns, Lucas 
asked Taeuber to read 
from a 1938 FHA under- 
writing manual which said 
that an incompatible racial 
element at the school 
makes the neighborhood 
far less desirable than 
otherwise. 

Taeuber said that when 
a black faculty and prin- 
cipal are put into a school 
as..a. few black.. students 
come into the area this 
serves as a signal that the 
school authorities expect 
the school to, become 
black. This then indicates 
and confirms that the area 
is going - to become -all 
black, he said. 

Asked about the student 
segregation index for 
Columbus schools, 
Taeuber said in 1975 it was 
70 for elementary schools, 
56. for junior highs.and.54 
for senior highs. 

in cross examination, 
Schoo! Board Attorney 
Samuel Porter brought out 
that. a -book. by. Taeuber 


.lists Columbus as having 


the second largest. degree 
of annexation in a list of 24 
cities in the country. Asked 
if the segregation index is 


__ reduced or increased when 


an all white area is an- 
nexed, Taeuber said it is 


. increased. 


Following up on_ this, 
Lucas later asked Taeuber 
what effect annexation has 


on. the. segregation index, 


Taeuber said the effect is 
very slight, changing the 
index by only about one 
point. 

In other questioning, 
Porter asked Taeuber if the 
school segregation index 
is 20 points below the 
housing segregation in- 
dex, wouldn't he agree that 
the school system is sub- 
stantially more integrated 
than the housing patterns. 

Taeuber said the two 
could not be compared. 

Taeuber did agree with 
statements by Porter that 
you can't put full respon- 
sibility on any one agency 
and that the development 
of segregation. would de- 


pend on a myriad of cir-° 


cumstances. 

In questioning of Robert 
Cartér, which will continue 
on Thursday, the NAACP 
last week attempted to 
bring out how segregation 
was maintained by the 
school board in a number 
_of_instances_where_stud- 
ents were assigned to 
schools outside their 


. neighborhood attendance 


area. 

Carter was questioned 
extensively Friday about 
streets in a 1959 school 
district directory which 
were assigned to Broad- 
leigh School but were not 
the Broadleigh vicinity. 
NAACP officials say white 
students were brought in 
from all over the city to the 
school, which served the 
overflow of seventh 
graders from Eastmoor 
Junior High. 

Carter was asked by Lu- 
cas to locate on-a city map 
approximately 15 streets 
which were assigned to 
the school. He was unable 
to locate most of them. 

Lucas asked Carter 
about intact busing, where 
a_teacher and class .(in 
some cases a_ black 
teacher and black class 
going. to a white school) 
were temporarily trans- 
fered to another school 


where they stayed as a 
separate unit. 

Carter said intact busing 
was used in elementary 
schools to relieve over- 
crowding, as an alternative 
to placing extended or 
double sessions in elemen- 


tary schools. 
He said they tried not to 
bus students for more than 


one year but-- conceded 
under questioning that this 
sometimes continued for 
several years. 

Asked why these stud- 
ents were sometimes re- 
quired to eat lunch sep- 
aratéely, he said there were 
times when this may have 
happened for admin- 
istrative reasons. 

Carter was asked about 
an administrative decision 
to give the board two op- 
tions in selecting boundary 
lines last year for Innis and 
Cassady elementary 
schools. The board 
selected an option that re- 
sulted in less racial bal- 
ance, saying it opposed 
the other option because it 
called for the pairing of the 
two schools, making one a 
primary center and. the 
other an intermediate cen- 
ter.

Seldom does a week go by that | don't receive a letter 
of appeal from inmates of Ohio's Correctional Institutes. 
Often, my black brothers in Chillicothe write for help for 
others on death row in other prisons. Sandra M. Lockett, 
according to prisoners in Chillicothe, is sentenced to die 
and has been on death row for years for a crime they say 
they can prove she did not commit, 

To ridte, and extremely interesting to me, is that none 
of the letters | receive is for help to the writer or groups 
such as Black Culture and History Group. It’s always for 
someone else. And | like that. 

However, the following letter from an inmate at 
Chillicothe is of a different nature and | feel that some of 
my readers may be affected by its contents. Please dori't 
stop now, continue reading: 


TAX SUPPORTEDs INSTITUTIONS 
OR BANANA REPUBLICS? 
By PAUL TA JARI GREENLEAF EL 

As America’s prisons slowly, but inexorably, become 
predominantly black, more and more blacks who visit 
loves ones and relatives confined in the world’s largest, 
stuffedto-the gills, penal,system, are expressing alarm 
over a disturbing phenomena that is growing with leaps 
and bounds... 

Black visitors to the hundreds of prisons, reform 
schools, juvenile homes and training schools dotting 
America, north, south, east and west, find themselves 
greeted and treated with increasing contempt and 
disrespect by overbearing, arrogant white institution 
employes... we 

Black. women make up the majority of nonwhite 
visitors to the nation's institutions... 

With, alarming, disgusting frequency, they find 
themselves the outraged victims of contemptuous, 
insulting and surly behavior, which might include an 
embarrassing frisk, accompanied by equally 
émbarrassing questions fired at them by rude, poorly 
trained institution employees... 

Foodstuff, packages and other gifts are subjected to a 
brutal ransacking search that would shame a bomb 
squad looking for an explosive device in the Rose Room 
of the White House... = 

Lovingly prepared pies, cakes and other food gifts are 
mauled, mashed, torn apart and otherwise subjected to 
rough handling in a search for possible contraband... 

Complaints about damaged gifts or ruined foodstefts 
are met with a sullen, “I'm only doing my job” reply... 

In contrast, white women, who make up the majority of 
Caucasian visitors to the nation’s institutions, are 
trustingly waved through the gates, their packages and 
gifts seldom even given a second glance... 

The presumption underlying such a dual standard of 
treatment sounds hauntingly familiar; everyone knows, 
the saying .goes, that black people are always carrying 
something they shouldn't be, like guns and straight 
razors, so black women are more apt to attempt to 
smuggle contraband into an institution than their white 
sisters... = : 

Rare indeed is the instance when an outraged black 
visitor is able to find an institution superintendent, or 
managing officer, on the premises when they wish to 
lodge a complaint about some particular instance of 
offensive, insulting behavior they've suffered at the 
hands of arrogant institution employees... 

Black visitors who are advised to put their complaints 
in letter form to the superintendent or managing officer 
usually receive a curt reply to their letters, containing the 
explanation: ” 

“As the superintendent of this facility, it is at my 
discretion that certain security pfgcedures are 
followed——_..” 

Which brings*me’ to the point of this artitte..7: 

Are the nation's tax supported institutions turning into 
Penal Banana Republics ruled over by autocratic 
superintendents whose “| AM.THE BOSS, AND 
ANYTHING | SAY GOES" attitude is responsible for the 
contempt and disrespect shown to black visitors by 
poorly trained, bad mannered institution employees? 

This writer is cognizant of the fact that contraband is, 
and has been, smuggled into institutions. Also, this 
writer is aware of the need to prevent the flow of 
contraband into any institution... 

But, to subject black visitors to rude, offensive 
behavior under the cloak of checking for contraband, 
while at the same time, trustingly waving white visitors 
through the institution gates, is an inexcusable, 
disgusting practice... 

Security checks for. possible contraband should be 
conducted in a courteous, thoughtful manner. Institution 
employees who seem unable, or unwilling, to show 
respect towards ALL VISITORS, black, as weil as white, 
should be removed from areas where their rudeness and 
insulting behavior can offend the visiting public... 

Superintendents and managing officers of the nation's 
institutions should be reminded that they are PUBLIC 
SERVANTS. not autocratic rulers over some medieval 
Satrapy; that their latitude to operate a TAX 
SUPPORTED institution does not include a sweeping 
mandate to condone, disregard, or overlook the 
offensive, insulting behavior of any institution.employee 
towards any visitor... 

In this age when task forces are whipped together to 
Study or investigate just about anything, this writer urges 
the-creation of a task force to study the very- real 
problem of black visitors to the*nation's institutions 
being the victims of offensive, disrespectful treatment at 
the hands of poorly trained, bad mannered employees: 

It’s a pleasure to write about any big name entertain- 
ment coming to Columbus that’s promoted by local, and 
in this case, area promoters. | can't help but feel that 
some of my articles are being rewarded, or to say the 
least, they are being read. 

| wrote that to write this. Eritone Productions (they 
didn’t want their names printed but | am doing it 
anyway), that’s Bob Cook and Curtis Hardaway, are 
breaking their necks and maybe their pocketbooks also 
to present to Columbus on May 29 the fabulous Tyrone 
Davis and Little Johnny Taylor Show. 

“So what,” | heard someone say. Well, | have always 
maintained and preached that local promoters were ad- 
vantages to the communities simply because any money

53 ‘seat at the bar was Occupied: All blacks-t-~ 
recognized most of them, as they did me. One invited me 
to have a drink with him, | did, explaining my mission to 
the seldom visited bar and restaurant. The Merry Makers 
Club, of which | belong, is celebrating its 50th anniver- 
sary and | was soliciting ads for the souvenir program 
booklet from merchants who catered to our community. 

My mission brought a round of laughter from those 
who heard me. One said Bob Lieb wouldn't help any 
blacks anywhere." In fact, he continued, “he wouldn't let 
us in here if he could help it, but we got our rights now, 
‘ha ha‘, and he can't stop-us." 

Another said, ‘I've never seen a white man who so ob- 
viously hates blacks as that man does, Why he won't 
even speak to the people in his nitecilub at Livingston 
and Nelson. “ 

Well, what they told me evidently had some truth to it. 
For when-t-did get to see the giant proprietor, Robert 
Lieb, he answered my polite inquiry with exactly the 10 
words stated previously and then left my presence. 

Chuck Summers, Johnny Crump, Alphonso Willis and 
another man who flatly stated he didn't want his name 
mentioned because he didn’t want the white man to 
know that he knew how he was, witnessed my 
encounter. “ 

| really couldn't get angry with the blunt and nasty at- 
titude of Mr. Lieb. After all, it's his business and his 
money and he lives and probably gives in his own lily 
white. neighborhood, 

But, partner, | told every black in hearing range at that 
bar what damn fools they were for spending one red cent 
in a place where they were not really wanted. Nothing 
but your fool money does he want. 

“Well, Bubbles,” the non identifying man said, “the 
whiskey is cheap in here and it’s close to home, plus we 
ain't got no other nice place to go.”

Neo Violence, Just 
MFSB At Their Best

Not to be one who'd want to miss a good free-for-all 
between softball teams brawling over a case of beer or 
five bucks a man, | decided to bail out of the bumper-to- 
bumper, bustling traffic that inched along the narrow 
thoroughfare of Franklin Park and see what the com- 
motion was on the softball diamond. 

Unfortunately for the violence-proned spectator, it 
wasn't one of those off-with the glove slugfests which 
have made professional hockey infamous. Alas, it wasn't 
the bully-like Philadelphia Flyers with basebal! equip- 
ment. It was only the Mighty Fine Soul Brothers (MFSB) 
Softball team crucifying a hapless Columbus Technical 
Institute (CTI) squad 9-3; in the third inning and heckling 
them in the process. 

The ringleader of this motley crew which tortured the 
punchless CT! team was MFSB’s 24 year old Coach 
Dayid Anderson, walking the first baséline like an en- 
diéés plank, while bantering pep cheers in the epitome 
of dugout bench: chatter: « ~ - . 

“Be the hitter, baby, be the hitter. Look .what you got, 
see what it's all. about." No doubt about it. A coach who 
Inspires a team heckles the opponents, and even takes 
time to give batting hints to his players during a seldom 
mistake.

When we have to do so, we are not 
usually happy about it, but we do what 
we must, according to the ethical 
standards of our profession. 

Last week, the front page of our 
Columbus edition contained three 
stories which, in oné way or another, 
were embarrassing to either the school. 
system, to certain schools, or to- 
individual teachers. 

One of the items in question revealed 
that a young woman high school coach 
had been arrested -- not tried, and not 
convicted, but arrested—for solictting 
for prostitution. A seconde item 
concerned a controversy over an 
elementary teacher's unorthodox 
disciplinary action (tying two pupils 
together with a rope around their 
necks), The third was a report of the 
dismissal of criminal assault charges 
against a high school teacher who had 
been accused of breaking a student's 
nose. 

Each of these stories began with a 
“tip,” an unsolicited telephone call 


and verifiable facts. When hearsay 
seemed relevant, we published it also, 
taking care to clearly identify such 
information as the subjective opinions 
of specified individuals. 

In none of these cases did we take a 
judgmental stance as to the guilt or 
innocence of any of the principal 


“figures, We were not “Jumping” on the ~ 


school system. A thorough reading of 
our newspaper will show that we 
present complete and balanced 
coverage of the public school system, 
and that coverage--of the system as a 
whole, and of events and programs 
occurring in individual schools-is, by 
and large, positive. 

So, to our many friends in the 
educational community, be assured that 
we are not “out to get you.” And to the 
readership’ at large, you may be 
similarly assured that we will endeavor 
under all circumstances to tell the truth, 
the whole truth, and nothing but the 
truth.

@ Cleveland, last week, was given an 
opportunity to see and hear an 
outstanding exhibit of minority advance- 
ment, -in the person of Rear Admiral 
Samuel Lee Gravely Jr. the- Navy's ‘first 
black admiral. Admiral Gravely, 
commandant of the 11th Naval District, 
San Diego, California, was on an eight-day 
recruitment trip. In Cleveland, he spoke to 
pupils in several -high schools, and 
explained the Navy's commitment to 
increasing opportunities for minorities to a 
select group of black opinion makers at a 
luncheon jin his honor last Monday. 

Admiral Gravely traced the status of 
Negroes in the Navy back: to World War 
ll. When there were only 60 black 
officers, and the major black Navy 
personnel were confined to the steward's 
branch (messmen). Today blacks are 
serving in all branches of the Navy, and 
some 400 of the 4200 students at the U.S. 
Naval Academy in Annapolis, Maryland, 
are black. 

Still, the Admiral had to concede that 
the Navy was reaching only about 50 

rcent of the recruiting goals it had set 
lor minority recruits. For years we have 
been hearing some industrialists saying 
that they have been unable to hire more 
hlacks because they cannot find enough 


~as™ possibte;--the—proportion—of- 


instances this has been a simple excuse 
for non-action on equal opportunity. 
Nevertheless, this is exactly the dilemma 
facing Navy recruiters in their efforts to 
improve black representation. 

‘o date, blacks comprise only 8.3% of 
Navy personnel and only 1.5% of Navy 
ofticers,..The..Navy..would like. to raise 
these figures to 12% of equal the black 
population in. the country. 

Cleveland recruiters have found it 
difficult to attract blacks who are 
scholastically able to meet the higher 
Navy standards, No"tonger are the: military 
services a haven for the ignorant and low 
achiever. In peacetime, the services can 
afford to seek a higher calibre recruit, and 
offer him a wider variety of career oppor- 
tunities. 

It offers men like Admiral Gravely as 
living proof that in the Navy, those who 
have what it takes, can go a long way. The 

offers the new recruit 70 career fields 
where the opportunities to learn a real 
skill are for real. But applicants are going 
to have to come bearing good scholastic 
records to be accepted. 

The inducements were never better. 
Youngsters coming right out of high 
school, can be guaranteed income while 
learning a skill, get an opportunity to 
travel, see the world, and perhaps 
become an Admiral. 

It's worth looking into.

The Senate has passed a.measure revising the food 
stamp program and the House is considering a ver- 
sion of its own, No one knows what the final changes 
in the program will be, but the struggle to preserve 
the food stamp program as an essential weapon in the 
arsenal against hunger an uphill fight. 

Conaressional—-reconsideration-_of the program 
comes after many months of abuse hurled on the pro- 
gram, ranging from outright misstatements of facts to 
name-calling by people who should know better. Sec- 
retary of the Treasury William Simon, for example, 
made a big splash a while ago with his now-famous 
statement that food stamp fecipients are “chiselers."’. 

A good part of the hostility toward the program is 
due to the simple fact that it's effective. Some 19 
million people receive stamps, making it one.of the 
really successful federal programs that relieves some 
of the burdens of poverty. 

Big as the program is, it still reaches less people 
than it should; a recent Congressional study found 
that up to a fourth of the population could become 
eligible for food stamps at some time during the year. 

long as the program was relatively small and in- 
effective it was tolerated but as soon as it began-to 
accomplish its aims of supplementing the incomes of 
low-income families it became a target for the budget- 
cutters. 

There is in our society a reluctance to subsidize 
people who are poor and in need of assistance that's 
balanced by an enthusiasm for subsidizing the better- 
off and politically-powerful blocs. The food stamp pro- 

ram for example, started out as a subsidy for 

armers, helping to distribute surplus crops. 

With the big rise in food prices in recent years, the 
program has become transformed into one that helps 
low-income families afford to buy food for the dinner 
table, And that's when the howls about chiselers and 
the high cost of the program started. 

The number of recipients started to mushroom 
when the economy went into its down-spin and 
people were thrown out of work. The high cost of the 
program is part of the high cost of keeping our 
economy on a high unemployment basis, and it will 
decline when people get back to work at decent 
wages. Every time unemployment rates go up just one 
percent, another 750,000 people get the stamps. 

Recipients are all poor or near-poor. Nearly half are 
on welfare, a fifth are “working poor,” a tenth are 
elderly people who qualify for supplemental social 
security aid. Nine out of ten households in the pro- 
gram earned less than $6,000 last year. 

So there’s not much room for chiseling there, 
regardiess of the ill-tempered remarks of the pro- 
grams’ wealthy critics. Such cheating as. occurs 
comes from that part of the program its critics most

In his award-winning 
dissertation Leonard 
Haynes found that the 
chief executives of public 
black colleges insist their 
institutions will survive 
“despite the connotation 
of doomsdayism that the 
demands of desegregation 
carry.” 

Dr. Haynes, as assistant 
to the provost, was one of 
five top finalists in the 
American Professors of 
Higher Education Disser- 
tation of the Year Award 
for 1975. His dissertation, 
“An Analysis of the Effects 
of Desegregation Upon 
Public Black Colleges." 
in June 


always supported the prin- 
ciple of desegregation,” 
Dr. Haynes said. “In fact, 
they have historically led 
the way in affirmative ac- 
tion.” 

Dr. Haynes said he 
became interested in the 
effects of the Adams vs 


Richardson desegregation 
decision of 1972 .before 
enrolling in the higher 
educational administratin 
program. 

“When the word 
desegregation is said, 


most people think in terms 
of putting blacks into white 
institutions, and not vice 
versa,” he said. “So very 
little «data-had ‘beén 
gathered on how the 
presidents of these in- 
stitutions even felt about 


the ruling.” 
Sixty-four percent of the 
presidents . and vice 


presidents of the nation’s 
34 public black colleges 
responded to Dr. Haynes’ 
questionnaires.

If the better educated, higher income-earning Blacks 
are too busy looking to their own selfish interests, and 
not taking time to give a boost to a Brother who wants 
to come up—then we're all in big trouble.
